Afternoon Session, O’clock. 

The Conference was opened with religious services, con- 
ducted by Rev. D. A. Shermer. 

The examination of official character was commenced. 

The name of the President, Rev. James K. Nichols, was 
called, and his examination conducted by Rev. John W. 
Everist. 

The new plan for the examination of official character, 
submitted by Dr. Murray, was adopted, as follows : 

EXAMINATION OF OFFICIAL CHARACTER 

I. Of the President. — The President shall leave the chair, and the • 
oldest ex-President (or, in his absence, the minister whose name stands 
first on the roll,) shall preside. 

The Secretary shall call the name of the President. The President 
shall rise, and read his annual communication. The presiding ofl&cer 
shall then say : 
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“Brethren, are you satisfied with the official character of brother V’ 

If no objection is ofi’ered, the official character of the President shall 
stand approved, and he shall resume the chair. If objection is made, 
the Conference shall consider and act upon it immediately. 

II. Of Superintendents. — Each Superintendent shall rise as his 
name is called by the Secretary. The President shall say : 

1. Delegate from Is there any objection to the official character 

of brother ? 

2. Brethren, are you satisfied with the official character of brother ? 

[At this point it will be in order for any brother who is not satisfied 

with the official conduct of the Superintendent under examination, to in- 
terrogate him in relation thereto.] 

If no objection is made, the character of the Superintendent shall 
stand approved ; but in case of objection the matter shall be referred to 
a special committee, who shall examine and report thereupon at the ear- 
liest practicable moment. 

III. Of Assistant Superintendents and other Ministers.— In the 
examination of assistants and other ministers, except missionaries, the 
superintendent shall be interrogated. Missionaries shall be regarded 
as Superintendents. 

Rev. John Roberts, in behalf of the Trustees of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, made an offer of their house 
of worship for any purpose for which the Conference may 
determine to use it. 

On motion, the thanks of the Conference were tendered 
to the above Trustees. 

When the name of Rev. B. F. Brooke was called, on 
motion, he was recorded as having withdrawn from the 
Methodist Protestant Church. 

Conference adjourned, with prayer by Dr. Murray. 



Thursday Morning, 8 O’clock. 
Religious services conducted by Rev. Thomas Lee. 
Examination of official character was resumed. 

When the name of Rev. Reuben T. Boyd was called, Rev. 
David Wilson formally announced the death of this brother, 
and paid a feeling tribute to his memory.

The Committee on Church Extension Fund Society, was 
received and adopted, as follows : 

Art. 1. — This Society shall be known by the style and title of the 
^‘Church Extension Fund Society” of the Maryland Annual Confer- 
ence. 

OFFICERS. 

Art. 2. — The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, three 
Vice Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer and Board of nine Managers, five 
ministers, and four laymen, who shall be elected annually during the 
sessions of the Maryland Annual Conference. 

Art. 3. — It shall be the duty of the President to preside at the Annu- 
al Meetings of the Society, or, in his absence, one of the three Vice 
Presidents shall take the chair, in the order of priority of election ; and 
to convene special meetings of the Society, or of the Board of Managers, 
on a call of a majority of the Board, and to perform such other duties as 
may hereafter be specified in the constitution. 

Art. 4. — It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep, in a book to be 
provided for the purpose, an accurate and faithful account of the proceed- 
ings of the annual and other meetings of the Society, together with the 
proceedings of the Board of Managers. 

Art. 5. — It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep all funds be- 
longing to the Society, in such place of security, in such forms of in- 
vestment as the Board of Managers may direct, and to pay the same 
only as directed by the Board of Managers ; all drafts and orders being 
signed by a majority of the Board of Managers, of which appropria- 
tion, or orders none are to be considered unless written on the printed 
checks of the Society. The Treasurer shall, before entering upon the 
discharge of his duties, give bond in the sum of dollars. 

Art. 6. — It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to manage 
and control the afiairs of the Society in the interim of the Annual 
Sessions, to consider all applications for the funds of the Society — a 
majority of one over two-thirds of the number composing the Board, 
being always requisite to sanction an appropriation, bequest, or loan, 
such applications and loans being always made in the manner and 
upon the conditions hereafter specified in this constitution. 
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OBJECTS. 

Art. 7. — The object of this Society shall be, the erection of Church 
edifices, in connection with the Maryland Annual Conference, Methodist 
Protestant Church, and within the limits of its proper territorial boun- 
daries, furnishing incidentally aid to such other Churches, within the 
aforesaid limits, whose location, probable resources, and prospective 
ability, may demand the fostering care and help of the Church. 

Art. 8. — No appropriation of monies shall be made by the Board of 
Managers for the relief of any Church within the aforesaid territorial 
limits, except there shall first be filed with the Board of Managers, a 
statement of the Trustees, applying for such aid, a full report of the 
state of their Church, including the number of members, the popula- 
tion, the size, material, and finish of the house, the estimated cost, or 
the contract price, the exact amount of reliable subscriptions, being at 
least three-fourths of the estimated cost, or contract price, the payments 
made, and the debts incurred, or remaining unpaid, to be certified to by 
the Superintendent of the Circuit, Station, or Mission, and upon the 
further condition that a satisfactory preferred bond or mortgage, shall 
first be legally executed, to be kept by the Society, as security for the 
amount of money loaned or appropriated, in the event of sale, devise, 
or alienation of the property from the uses of Divine worship in con- 
nection with the Maryland Annual Conference, Methodist Protestant 
Church. 

Art. 9. — Appropriation for the erection of new Churches, shall be 
made only, in such cases as comply with the foregoing regulations, and 
who exhibit to the Board of Managers, satisfactory evidence of the va- 
lidity of the title to the lands upon which Churches are proposed to be 
erected, and that a hona jide deed has been made, to trustees properly 
elected. 

Art. 10. — No monies shall be appropriated by this Society, for either 
of the purposes specified in this constitution, until there shall have been 
first secured a cash capital of five thousand dollars, and no part of the 
aforesaid principal shall ever be appropriated on gift or loan, but shall 
be increased at the discretion of the Society to not more than thou- 

sand dollars. 

Art. 11. — There shall be taken up with the sanction and consent of 
the Maryland Annual Conference, on the first Sunday of the New Year, 
and annually thereafter, collections in all our Churches in aid of the 
Funds of this Society, which monies shall be forwarded to the Treasur- 
er ; said collections to be given as a thank-offering to the Lord, for the 
mercies and blessings of the past year. 

Art. 12. — No loan made by the Board of Managers shall be converted 
into a bequest or gift, but by vote of the Society at its Annual Meeting.

Kev. D. A. Shermer presented tbe following report, 
which was adopted : 

The committee upon the Executive paper finding, by said 
paper, that a benevolent lady has donated to this Confer- 
ence a President’s parsonage, do recommend the following : 

Resolved^ That we hereby express our thanks to the donor of this 
valuable gift ; and do further recommend the immediate appointment of 
a Special Committee, whose duty it shall be to present to our honored 
sister a copy of this paper, and formally receive from her this very ac- 
ceptable gift. 

We further recommend that the Committee be directed to carry out the 
condition specified in the gift, by raising funds (according to the plan 
proposed in the “ Methodist Protestant,’^) for furnishing the parsonage, 
and to attend to furnishing the same immediately. 

We also recommend that a Parsonage Committee be appointed, all of 
whom shall be residents of Baltimore city, to have the general oversight 
of the property, collecting from the incumbent annually an amount 
sufficient to cover the taxes, water and ground rents, fire insurance, and 
$25 additional, to be deposited in the Savings Bank of Baltimore, to 
meet all incidental expenses upon the parsonage and furniture. 

We also recommend to the Conference the suggestion made in the 
Executive paper in regard to the brethren drafted into the military ser- 
vice. That a committee be appointed to inquire into these cases, and 
report to the Conference at as early a period as possible during the 
present Session.

Resolved, That the Special Committee, originated by the adoption of 
the above report, consist of two ministers and two laymen, and be ap- 
pointed by the President, and the Parsonage Committee be appointed 
by nomination.

Resolved, That the allowance for each itinerant minister and preacher 
be $200; also the wife of each itinerant minister and preacher be $200, 
and the children of each itinerant minister and preacher be $50 each, 
for each Conference year during minority or physical or mental imbe- 
cility, and traveling expanses. Each circuit and station shall allow 
such additional sum for house rent, table supplies, fuel and other family 
expenses, as in the judgment of the Quarterly Conference may be ne- 
cessary and proper. 

2. Resolved, That the resolution passed by the Conference held in 
Alexandria, Va., in March, 1855 be, and is hereby rescinded.

1. In reference to the publication of a Sunday School paper in Mary- 
land, as suggested by the Quarterly Conference of Belair Circuit, they 
recommend the appointment of a Committee selected from the Churches 
in Baltimore, who shall take the matter under due consideration, and 
report to the next Session of this body. 

2. In reference to Sabbath Schools, they offer the following resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved, 1st, That while we hail with delight the evidences of an 
increasing interest in this department of the Church, throughout our 
wide-spread District, we are impressed deeply with the necessity of 
making a more enlarged and earnest effort, so as to insure the complete 
success of this Divinely sanctioned W ork. 

Resolved, 2nd, That we do not regard the Sabbath School as designed 
to take the place of parental responsibility and home instruction, but as 
a supplementary work, designed to instruct the children in the knowl- 
edge of the Word of God, that they may be brought early to Christ, and 
to a participation in all the higher privileges of the Church. 

Resolved, 3d, That as the Sabbath School is in fact a Church institu- 
tion, it should be kept under the control of the Church. We therefore 
recommend, that the officers and teachers should be men and women of 
piety, and that in the selection of Books for the use of the Schools, the 
Pastor of the Church should be duly consulted. 

Resolved, 4th, That in the estimation of your Committee, an effort in 
every case should be made to continue tne School during the winter. 
The effort, we believe, in most cases would be successful. 

Resolved, 5th, That our representatives to the. next General Confer- 
ence be, and they are hereby requested to call the attention of the Body 
to this subject, and so to modify or change the Discipline, as to bring 
our Sabbath Schools into a more intimate relation to the Church, and 
thereby promote their usefulness.

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REV. REUBEN TYLER BOYD. 

Rev. Reuben Tyler Boyd, was born near Rockville, Montgomery 
County, Maryland, July 3d, 1794: Died (in Clarksburg in the same 
county,) Feburary 21st, 1865, aged seventy-one years, seven months, and 
ei^teen days. 

Brother Boyd was converted at a camp-meeting near his own residence 
about the 19th year of his age. Rev. Nicholas Snethen, with others of 
the prominent Methodist ministers of that day were in attendance. 
Under whose ministry he was awakened he could never tell, for to use 
his own language, “he liked all the sermons preached very well.^^ 

Subsequently removing to Baltimore, he was there licensed to preach 
by the Baltimore District Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
February 25th, 1825. His license was signed by Joseph Frye, Presi- 
dent, and James R. Williams, Secretary. His deacons’s credentials 
were given him by the Maryland Annual Conference of the Associated 
Methodist Churches, Baltimore, April 5th, 1829, signed by Nicholas 
Snethen, President, and Luther J. Cox, Secretary. His elders’ creden- 
tials, were given him in Georgetown, April 8th, 1832, signed by Eli 
Henkle, President, and James Hanson, Secretary. It thus appears, that 
Bro. Boyd, entered the itinerancy of the Associated Methodist Churches, 
probably about the thirty-fourth year of his age. He traveled in this 
District to the Conference of 1838, when he removed by transfer to the 
Illinois Annual Conference. While here he preached two years on a 
Circuit within the limits of Western Kentucky, and thence removed to 
the Ohio Annual Conference, laboring within the bounds of that Dis- 
trict, till the spring of 1849, when he returned East, and was again re- 
ceived into the Maryland Annual Conference, in Chestertown, March, 
1850. The circumstances associated with his re-admission into our itin- 
erant ranks, many persons then in attendance upon the Conference ses- 
sions, will not soon forget. Some of the brethren expressed fears lest 
the Conference might not be able to provide for its increasing list of mar- 
ried men. A venerable layman, who had shared with him the odium 
and the honor of the work of reform in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
rose in his place, graphically depicting their mutual trials and dangers. 

“Take him in” said the brother, “and if you can assign him to no field 
of labor, I will support him myself.” The appeal was irresistible. 
Many a tearful, manly eye greeted the speaker as he took his seat. It 
is perhaps needless to add he was unanimously re-admitted. 

Brother Boyd was among that number whom we are accustomed to 
speak of as the canonized saints of the Church, and as distinguished 
among others, by being associated with its earliest organization. His 
name will go down in our Ecclesiastical annals with the names of Shinn, 
Brown, Snethen, Jennings and Dorsey. That list is, alas, gradually 
diminishing, and ere long, not one of all who took part in the organiza- 
tion of the Methodist Protestant Church, will be among the living. 

No class of men are more persistently misunderstood and persecuted 
than reformers. Traveling faster than their cotemporaries, they seem 
to live in constant antagonism with men’s current opinions and thoughts. 
They can however afford to be misunderstood, for they live and labor, 
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and act, not for one generation, but for the world, — for all time, and 
those who will appreciate their services and value their labors, , are those 
also who shall reap the privileges and blessings they sought to bestow 
upon unwilling and inappreciative cotemporaries. 

As the time for their departure (from among the living) is at hand, so 
also, the time has arrived when the Church and the world can form a 
just and proper estimate of their character, can view their acts and la- 
bors, disconnected from the scenes of Eccesiastical strife and turmoil in 
which they mingled, and when their actions may be viewed in the 
clearer, calmer retrospections of history, rather than as associated with 
the liyes of rival cotemporaries. 

As a man, it is not claimed that brother Boyd was wholly faultless, 
certain peculiarities of temperament, together with a constitutional blunt- 
ness of expression, rendered him occasionally liable to unpleasant and 
probably uncharitable remark, and abridged oftentimes his general use- 
fulness. But those who could overlook these pecularities, ever found 
him, a frank, genial and instructive companion. None doubted his sin- 
cerity and piety. This shone transparently in all the relations of life, 
and challenged alike the respect of friend and foe. During the last few 
years of his life, with the manifest failure of his physical and mental 
faculties, grace eliminated his seeming ascerbity of manner and secured 
for him the universal confidence and kindness of his neighbors and 
friends. 

As a preacher, it is but just to state, he was the peer of most of his 
associates of equally limited opportunities of mental culture and improve- 
ment. His themes, were usually such as the older Methodist ministers 
frequently chose, justification, sanctification, etc. They were usually 
eminently practical and forcible gospel expositions, well arranged and 
well-digested, and delivered with a force and fervor which carried con- 
viction to the minds of his hearers. 

Brother Boyd, for his opportunities, excelled as a writer. His contro- 
versial and other newspaper articles were evidently not the work of a 
novice. A series of articles which he penned on the “Lord’s Prayer,’^ 
were greatly admired by the readers of the “Protestant,” and without 
aiming at profundity were generally regarded, as among the best cur- 
rent articles then published. 

Brother Boyd was twice married ; first December 22, 1818, and again 
to Elizabeth, daughter of Eden B. Moore of Loudoun County, Virginia, 
October 1st, 1835. His second companion still survives, together with 
five sons and one daughter — three children of the first, and three of the 
second marriage. 

His health perceptibly declined before he relinquished the active itine- 
rant work. He accordingly, acting on the suggestions of his brethren, 
was placed on the list of superannuates. It was not, however until 
within the past year, that his accumulating infirmities, pointed to the 
fact, that his earthly pilgrimage was nearly ended. Several times he 
expressed the conviction, that he would die before the winter was over. 
A chronic irritability of his stomach gave him great pain at occasional 
intervals, and ’twas apparently from mere prostration from one of these 
attacks, he eventually died. He died, sitting in bed, without a struggle 
or a groan. 

“The weary wheels of life stood still.” 

His funeral services were conducted by the Rev. David Wilson, in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Clarksburg. Rev. W. H. Holliday, Pas- 
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tor, participating. The sermon was preached from 2nd Timothy IV : 
6, 7, 8 and 9th verses : “For I am now ready to he offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand. I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith ; henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the Lord the righteous Judge shall give 
me at that day ; and not to me only, but unto all them also that love His 
appearing.^^ 

REV. GEORGE D. HAMILTON. 

This venerable minister of the Gospel of Christ, has passed away from 
the momentary scenes of this life to enter on the enduring realities of 
the eternal world. He was born August 28th, 1798 — embraced religion 
1819, and joined the M. E. Church ; was made a licentiate, and traveled 
eight or ten months under Presiding Elder Joseph Fry ; entered the 
itinerancy of the M. P. Church, 1828. He died on the 5th of April, 
1864, at his residence in Baltimore, Md. It is a matter of great conso- 
lation to his afflicted family, as it will be also to his numerous friends, 
on receiving the melancholy intelligence of his death, that he died peace- 
fully, in the faith and hope of that blessed Gospel which he had so long 
preached to others. His disease, we believe, was complicated and ling- 
ering, accompanied at times with no small amount of bodily suffering 
and pain ; but this, as a Christian man, he had learned to expect as the 
lot of our common humanity, and in the light of faith to regard as so 
much parental discipline from the hand of that just and gracious Being 
who oftimes chastens His children, not “ for His own pleasure,” but 
rather “ for their profit,” that they may be partakers of His holiness. 

With such sentiments, and with the grace cf God, to confirm them, 
and sustain him, he was enabled, with becoming patience to endure all 
he suffered, and with calm resignation to stay his soul on the truth and 
love of his all-sufficient Saviour. 

His funeral took place on the morning of the 7th, at the M. P. Church 
in Washington street, near his late dwelling, and beside his family and 
friends, was attended by nearly all of his surviving brethren in the 
ministry, connected with the several stations in this city. 

The religious services of the occasion were commenced with the 621st 
Hymn — 

" Far from affliction, toil, and care, 

The happy soul is fled.” 

Prayer was then offered by the Rev. James K. Nichols, President of the 
Conference, followed by the reading of the 90th Psalm, as the Scripture 
Lesson of the day, and the 624th Hymn — 

“ Rejoice for a brother deceased. 

Our loss is his infinite gain.” 

Then a short address was made by Rev. F. Waters, in the way of Im- 
proving the reflections suggested by the melancholy event, with a brief 
sketch of the character and usefulness of the excellent man, whom God, 
in His wisdom, has seen fit to remove from our Christian fellowship on 
earth. 

Several of the ministerial brethren present acting as pall bearers, the 
hearse, and friends in attendance, then proceeded to Greenmount Ceme- 
tery, where the religious solemnities were concluded, with the funeral 
liturgy of the Church, by the Rev D. W. Bates and the Rev. J. T. Murray. 

Thus, with appropriate Christian rites, the lifeless remains of our de- 
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parted brother were committed to the sanctity of the tomb ; earth to 
earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust ; there to repose until “the Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, at His second coming, shall change the vile 
bodies of His saints, and shall fashion them like unto Ilis glorious body, 
according to the working whereby He is able even to subdue all things 
unto Himself.'^ 

“Amen. Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 

Brother Hamilton joined the Conference of the Maryland District at 
an early day after the constitutional organization of the Church in 1830. 
We feel much pleasure in saying that we always regarded him as a man 
well deserving the kind respect and affection of his brethren and of the 
Church — modest, unpretending, amiable; in short, a Christian gentle- 
man in the best sense of that personal accomplishment. As a preacher, 
he was always earnest, zealous, ardent ; in his whole purpose seeming 
to labor directly for the salvation of those that heard him. On 
some occasions he was powerful and overwhelming, and probably the 
fruits of such efforts, mighty and useful as they were at the time, will 
not be fully known until that great day when the “Chief Shepherd” 
shall Himself acknowledge them. 

In addition. Brother Hamilton was one of the few that still remained 
of that band of noble spirits whose treasured names impart dignity and 
grace to the historic recollections of the earlier periods of the Church. 
It is indeed enough to make the heart sad to think that such men have 
now nearly passed away ; men, whose worth would have been an orna- 
ment to any age, and than some of whom no greater lights have ever distin- 
guished the American pulpit, We thank God that their memory lives, 
and is destined long to live in the men of like spirit that the Divine 
Providence has brought out, and is still rearing up to supply their 
places.
